Anfw, The Enelifh Nation are more obliged to 
this Gentleman, than to his Countryman Sorbiere, 
for his Character of ‘em; and indeed one wou‘d be 
apt to fufpect him in Love with fome of the Engli/h 
Ladies, (their Faces we mean, not their Voices, ) did he 
not give the Men too {io favourable a Character. —- Which
